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TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE 
RURAL  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Riley  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on 
the  Health  and  Sanitary  Administration  of  the  Rural  District 
for  the  year  1937. 

The  Report  is  an  “  ordinary  ”  Report,  and  therefore  mainly 
statistical. 

The  Birth  Rate  for  the  year  is  14-8  per  1,000  population, 
being  '3  per  1,000  less  than  the  previous  year.  The  Rate  for 
the  country  as  a  whole  is  14-9. 

The  Death  Rate  is  11-9  per  1,000  population,  compared  with 
a  rate  of  10-9  for  the  year  1936,  and  with  a  rate  of  12-4  for  the 
whole  country. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  is  62-7  per  1,000  births,  and  is  9-8 
per  1,000  in  excess  of  the  rate  for  the  previous  year.  The  rate 
for  the  country  as  a  whole  is  58  per  1,000  births. 

I  have  to  record  a  slight  decline  in  the  incidence  of  Acute 
Infectious  Disease. 

It  will  be  noted  that  under  the  heading  of  “  Population  ” 
two  estimates  are  given.  This  is  occasioned  by  the  fact  that  the 
constitution  of  the  District  underwent  a  change  on  the  1st  April, 
when  the  greater  part  of  the  Bishopthorpe  Rural  District  and 
two  Parishes  from  the  Selby  Rural  District  became  incorporated 
with  the  Tadcaster  Rural  District.  The  figure  marked  “  a  ” 
represents  the  population  of  the  re-constituted  District  at  the 
mid-year  1937.  The  figure  marked  “  b  ”  is  a  composite  figure 
employed  in  calculating  the  various  vital  statistics. 

The  various  tables  indicate  tbe  progress  which  has  been 
made  in  dealing  with  the  duties  under  the  Housing  Acts. 

I  desire  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  Public  Health  Committee  for  their  support  during  the  year. 

My  thanks  are  also  due  to  the  Staff  of  the  Department  for 
their  co-operation.

478  births  were  registered — 243  males  and  235  females — 
furnishing  a  birth  rate  of  14-8  per  1,000  population,  compared  with 
15-1  per  1,000  for  the  previous  year. 

The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  is  14-9  per  1,000. 

16  births  were  illegitimate. 

Still  Births. — 16  still  births  are  recorded  by  the  Registrar- 
General,  giving  a  rate  of  -49  per  1,000  population,  compared  with  a 
rate  of  -60  for  the  country  as  a  whole. 


DEATHS  AND  DEATH  RATE. 

385  deaths — 182  males  and  203  females— were  registered, 
furnishing  a  death  rate  of  11-9  per  1,000,  compared  with  a  rate  of 
10  9  per  1,000  for  the  previous  year. 

The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  is  12-4  per  1,000. 

The  Registrar-General  has  supplied  a  “  Comparability  Factor,” 
by  which  the  crude  death  rate  of  the  Area,  viz.,  11-9,  should  be 
multiplied  in  order  to  make  it  comparable,  from  a  mortality  point  of 
view,  with  the  crude  death  rate  of  the  country  as  a  whole  or  with  the 
mortality  of  any  local  area. 

The  crude  death  rate  of  the  Rural  District  is  11*9  per  1,000,  and 
when  multiplied  by  this  factor  (1-05)  becomes  12-4  per  1,000.

Adverting  to  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1936,  in  which  I 
state — 

“  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  directed  the  attention  of  the 
Council  to  the  not  very  satisfactory  conditions  prevailing  in  proximity 
to  the  well  at  the  Bilbrough  Water  Works.  Adits  have  been  bored 
from  the  well,  and  one  or  more  of  these  extend  in  the  direction  of  a 
farmyard,  and  as  the  sandstone  is  very  near  the  surface  it  would  seem 
that  there  is  some  risk  of  deleterious  matter  being  drawn  into  the 
well  ” — 

I  mentioned  at  the  time  that  there  was  an  insanitary  Box  Closet 
and  unprotected  manure  pit  adjacent  to  the  well,  and  that  we  were 
endeavouring  to  procure  the  removal  of  this  Box  Closet  and  the 
installation  of  a  W.C.  for  the  use  of  the  occupants  of  Manor  Farm  ; 
this  has  now  been  carried  out.  Work  is  also  being  carried  out 
towards  erecting  a  properly  constructed  manure  pit  with  concrete  floor, 
connected  by  proper  drains  to  the  sewer  in  the  main  road. 

The  works  outlined  above  were  delayed  in  their  execution  owing 
to  the  fact  that  the  Estate  has  been  acquired  by  a  new  owner. 

I  have  made  a  further  inspection  of  the  land  adjacent  to  the  well, 
and  note  the  following  points  : — 

A.  Poultry  are  being  kept  in  close  proximity  to  the  engine  house. 

B.  The  absence  of  any  sanitary  provision  for  the  w'orkmen. 

C.  The  cowshed  and  farmyard  drain  into  a  ditch  which  is  contiguous 

to  the  boundary  of  the  Council’s  land.  There  is  a  privy  midden 
used  in  connection  with  this  house,  and  the  drainage  from  some 
piggeries  is  unsatisfactory.  Arrangements  are  being  made  for 
the  conversion  of  this  privy  to  a  W.C.,  and  for  the  drainage 
from  the  piggeries  to  be  taken  by  a  proper  drain  to  the  Council’s 
sewer. 

D.  The  house  owned  by  the  Council  has  a  privy,  and  this  should  be 

replaced  by  a  W.C. 

E.  The  sewer  in  the  main  street  should  be  investigated  to  ascertain 

whether  or  not  it  is  in  adequate  condition. 

It  will  be  appreciated  that  the  situation  of  this  well  is  not  ideal ; 
and  from  the  fact  that  the  immediate  gathering  ground  has  been 
extended  by  the  provision  of  adits,  the  exhaustion  cones  may  have 
become  greatly  extended,  and  it  would  seem,  as  far  as  I  am  able  to 
judge,  that  there  is  some  degree  of  risk  from  contamination. 

The  Council  may  consider  it  advisable  to  obtain  the  opinion  of  a 
geologist  on  the  matter. 

I  am  of  opinion  that  a  Committee  should  visit  these  works,  in 
company  with  myself  and  the  Engineer.

Barwick-in-Elmet.  -  The  survey  of  this  Parish  is  not  yet 
completed.

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DIPHTHERIA. 

74  cases  of  the  disease  were  notified,  of  which  it  was  decided  after 
observation  in  hospital  that  12  were  “  carriers  ”  of  the  disease  and  one 
was  suffering  from  some  other  complaint. 

Of  the  balance  of  61  cases,  40  occurred  in  the  village  of  Micklefield 
and  nine  in  the  Parish  of  Kippax.  Of  the  40  patients  from  Micklefield, 
13  were  stated  to  have  been  “  immunised,”  though  it  was  a  little 
doubtful  whether  they  had  each  received  the  full  course  of  three 
injections.  Of  the  nine  cases  from  Kippax,  only  one  patient  had  been 
“  immunised,”  and  in  this  case  the  information  was  to  the  effect  that 
two  injections  only  had  been  given. 

All  the  cases  were  removed  to  hospital,  and  all  the  children  in  the 
school  were  “  swabbed,”  as  the  result  of  which  eight  “  carriers  ”  were 
found,  who  were  removed  to  hospital  to  receive  “local”  treatment,  and 
were  not  discharged  until  three  successive  negative  swabs  had  been 
obtained. 

By  arrangement  with  the  County  Education  Authority,  a  film 
was  exhibited  in  the  village  displaying  the  advantages  to  be  obtained 
from  “  immunisation,”  and  every  effort  was  made  locally  to  persuade 
parents  to  consent  to  their  children  being  “  immunised  ”  against  the 
disease. 

Considerable  anxiety  was  displayed  by  representatives  at  the 
continued  prevalence  of  the  disease,  and  they  were  inclined  to  lay  the 
blame  on  alleged  unsatisfactory  conditions  in  the  village. 

Diphtheria  is,  however,  one  of  the  many  diseases  spread  by 
“  droplet  ”  infection,  and  the  only  known  means  of  prevention  is  by 
“  immunisation.” 

The  Education  Authority  has  done  all  in  its  power — by  means 
of  films,  lectures  and  the  distribution  of  literature —to  disseminate 
information  as  to  the  practical  advantages  to  be  obtained  from 
“  immunisation,”  and  the  matter  rests  solely  with  the  parents  whether 
they  avail  themselves  of  the  facilities  offered  to  them. 

There  were  six  deaths  from  the  disease — four  of  the  children  had 
definitely  not  been  “  immunised  ”  ;  one,  a  child  under  five,  was  said 
to  have  been  “  immunised  ”  the  previous  year  ;  and  in  the  second  case 
full  enquiries  failed  to  prove  that  the  patient  had  been  “  immunised.”
